The Villnge of Hancock Destroved by Fire
~Over Two Hundred Families Made Howmes
less Wanderers, :

MiLwavker, April 13, — A despatel  from
Haughton, Michigan, dated April 12, says:—

“At 1 o'clock yesterday morning o tire broke
ont in a French saloon in Hancock, Michigan,
which resulted in the almost complete destroe-
tion of the village, Every store, business place,
suloon, cte,, except the Post Ofliee, Gibson's
tallor shop, and o millinery store, near the Ma-
sonle Hnll, were destroyed, together with about
fifty private dwellings. The principal buildings
saved were the Masonic and 8t Patrick's Halls,
Methodist and Catholic churches and schools,
und a few buildings adjoining and lying west of
them, and worchouses.  The bulldings and
doeks under the bluff, on the lake shore dis-
trict, were burned over about sixty-tive aeres,
comprislug six eotire blocks, containing one
hundred and ten occupied buildings, besidos the
usual number of barng.

HThe loss I& not far from 500,000, with about
£100.000 insurance, Owver two hondred families
werd left homeless, or lost a large portion of
their effects,
